TESTIMONY OF $20,000 
BRIBE ENDING STRIKE 


Evidence of “‘Fixing” of Trouble 
for New York Builder to Go 
to District. Attorney. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—Testimony 
that $25,000 was used as a bribe 
in “fixing up” a recent strike of 
bullding laborers is expected to be 
turned over today to the District 
Attorney’s office for immediate ac- 
tion. State Senator Charles C. Lock- 
wood, chairman of the Joint Legis- 
lative Committee on Housing, in- 
vestigating building conditions here, 
announced this plan at the closing 
of yesterday's session. The hearing 
was resumed today. 

The testimony, brought out at 
yesterday’s stormy session, was to 
the effect that Ephraim B. Levy, a 
builder, engaged in a $2,000,000 
construction, paid the $25,000 to 
George Backer, another builder, in 
immediate charge of the operations, 
for transmission, it was understood, 
to Robert P. Brindell, president of 
the Building Trades Council of New 
York, go-between for ‘‘the commit-

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BARUCH DENIES U.S. 
FAILED 10 PROTECT 
ELF IN TREATY 


Says in New Book American 
Delegation Was Only One 
That Had Definite Scheme 
for Reparations. 


SAW INABILITY OF 
GERMANY TO PAY 


Argued That Excessive In- 
demnity Would Defeat 
Own Aims, but Accepted 
Plan With Safeguards.

NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—‘ ‘The 
gtatement is often heard that the 
Americans do not protect their na- 
tional interests in the peace negotia- 
tions,” writes Bernard M. Baruch in 
his book, “The Making of the 
Meparation and Economic Sections 
wf the Treaty,” which comes today 
from the press of Harper & Bros. 
"This statement, I contend, is at 
variance with the facts. As regards 
reparation ang the ecomonic provi- 
wions of the ffreaty, in which the 
United States has such an extensive, 
direct Interest, it may be affirmed 
that no justification for such a 
statement can be found in the light 
of the most critical and technical 
examination.” 


_'As economic adviser to the 
American Commission to Negotiate 
Peace, and as head of the American 
Gelegation in the Reparation Com- 
mission, Baruch had _ exceptional 
opportunities to know just what was 
done, and just what the  conse- 
quences of the action would be. It 
is the story of this that he has writ- 
ten. And in what he has written 
the layman will find nothing more 
interesting than the story of Amer- 
fean efforts to have a definite ex- 
action from Germany agreed upon. 

“The American delegation,” says 
Baruch, “was the only one to pre- 
sent any definite scheme of repara- 
tion. The other delegations merely 
filed general statements to the effect 
that, the war being a wrongful act 
by Germany, Germany was respon- 
sible for all the loss and damage, di- 
rect and indirect, which resulted 
therefrom. In no statement of prin- 
ciples other than that made by the 
‘United States was any reference 
made to the pre-armistice negotia- 
tions as a foundation for, or limita- 
‘tion of, the allies’ rights to repara- 
‘tion. 


Program Most Defintte. 

“The American program, as the 
most concrete and definite, at once 
became the basis of discussion. 


was subjected to the criticism of the 
other delegations, all of which, with 
the exception of the Belgian dele- 
gation, which was acqulescent, took 
strong exception to it. 

“It is but fair to say that the ar- 
guments presented by the English 
and French delegations, which were 
more active than others, were based 
upon cogent reasons.

What they had in mind was the pres- 
ervation of the economic structures 
and the saving of Europe from bank- 
ruptcy. 

Excessive Indemnity Drawback. 

“The President and his financial 
advisers passed days and weeks vain- 
ly endeavoring to convince their col- 
leagues that it was impossible for 
Germany to pay anything like the 
sums required under the categories. 
They further submitted that even if 
this were possible, the allied Govern- 
ments could not afford, and would in

The question, Who started the war’? has at last 
been answered. It was not William Hohenzollern. 
That innocent man has been cruelly wronged. The 
guilty wretch was John Barleycorn. Our authority 
is Capt. Richmond Pearsom Hobson, who probably 
knows as much about the machinations of John Bar- 
leycorn as any proponent of light and leading in this 
dark Wilsonian era, with the possible exception of 
the gold-dust Bills, Bryan and Sunday.

“In taking care of brand-new 
clothes, what is the first and fore- 
‘Tnost rule you would advise?” Miss 
| Baldt was asked. 
| ‘Well, I have a little pet hobby 
‘about new clothes,” good naturedly 
laughed Miss Baldt, “and that is that 
| business or Sunday clothes cannot be 
'worn to loll about the house In. I 
find that either a man or a woman 
should have two sets of clothes, They 
should have house clothes and street 
fe business clothes. You can’t expect 
‘to have any suit or dress look fresh 
/and new if you make it do double 
eervice. This is also true of shoes.’ 
| “and how about brushing and 
'sponging and all that sort of thing?” 
'I asked this capable woman who 
‘knows so much along her special 
lines of textiles and materials. 

“Garments even of the best qual- 
ity, design and workmanship will be- 
come shakby through lack of care,” 
{replied Miss Baldt, “while those that 
‘may perhaps cost only half as much 
| may be kept fresh looking for a con- 
siderable length of time by the pains- 
‘taking care of the wearer. Woolen 
garments should be thoroughly 
brushed, care being taken to brush 
'with the nap. 

“Silk garments should be brushed 
_earefully with a piece of velvet or a 
‘very soft brush. Silk may be cut or 

| marred by too vigorous brushing.

“Kid gloves should be carefully 
drawn from the hands, not pulled 
off by the finger tips. When the 
glove has been drawn off the fingérs 
may be inflated by blowing into th~ 
glove; then the fingers should be 
pulled gently into shape before put. 
ting the gloves away. Silk gloves 
should be turned wrong side out in 
drawing them off the hands. 

“Careful poise of the body tn walk- 
ing prolongs the life of shoes. A 
careless, slipshod gait wears shoes 
unevenly, while ah erect carriage 
tends tp keep the soles and heels 
level. It is a good plan to keep them 
on shoe-trees or stuffed with tissue 
paper, because in this way the wrin- 
kles are forced out and the origina! 
shape preserved. 

“It is economy to keep two pairs 
of shoes in use and wear them alter- 
nate days. All shoes should be kep: 
cleaned and well brushed. Leather 
shoes may be rubbed with vaseline 
to keep them soft. Only anne pol- 
ishes should be used. 

“Wise spending for clothing, as for 
everything else,” concluded Miss 
Baldt, “does not mean gomhe with- 
out what we can legitimately afford. 
It means deciding definitely what we 
need or really want and then trying 
to procure from it the maximum of 
service.”’

The old way of taking the carpets 
out-of-doors, of regimenting as 
upholstered chairs upon the 
veranda as it would hold, and la- 
boriously beating and brushing out 


of them the half year’s accumula- 
tion of dust was only fairly efficient, 


yet the old carpets and furniture 
lasted a long time, and smelled fresh 
and clean after we had done our 
worst upon them. We did get rid 
of most of the dust and dirt that 
would else have rotted the fiber of 
the carpet and upholstery. Suction 
cleaners, to satisfy us, must be con- 
structed to do this one thing, remove 
the dust they are supposed to re- 
if they do it they are inval- 
|uable aids. If not, they are worse 
than useless. : 

Before you buy a suction cleaner 
have it tested on dirty rugs, on dusty 
walls, on curtains, and on mattresses 
where the dust settles into the places 
where they are buttoned. A good 
suction cleaner with all the modern 
attachments, used thoroughly on one 
room each week and genarily all 
over the house once a week should 
make the old-fashioned house-clean- 
ing unnecessary, and should keep 
the house so clean that its indwel- 
lers need not breathe in germ-laden 
dust every time they tread on a rug 
or thump a cushion. A good clean- 
er prolongs the life and freshness of 
carpets, chairs, curtains, wallpaper, 
and polished wood work, for it saves 
them from the wear of gritty dust. 
Buy ft carefully, but buy a suction 
cleaner if you can.
